I myfelf know of a 
very new fort of irregularity, that was, this 
Jait fummer, committed by a prefs-gang, at 
a village in the weft of England : In that 
village they have one certain bell, which 
is called the fire-bell, becaufe it is never 
rung but when a fire happens in the vil- 
lage, and therefcre, as foon as it beginsto

The Guebri were formerly much more 
confiderable than the Jews, being the re- 
mais of the antient Perfians, to whom 
the Jews were fubjeét. But they are on- 
ly to be found now {cattered in a {mall 
part of the eatt. 

The Banians, who are defcended from 
thofe antient nations from whom Pytha- 
goras drew his philofophy, are to be met 
with only in India and Perfia: But the 
Jews are difperfed all over the face of the 
eaith; and were they all to affemble, 


counted 600,000 fighting men; which 
with the old men, women and children, 
make upwards of two millions of {ouls. 
There is no other example of fuch prodi- 
gious increafe. ‘This multitude, leaving 
Egypt, fojourned forty years in the de- 


G farts of Arabia Petra, in which miferable 


country their number greatly diminithed. 

What remained of them advanced a little 
to the north of thofe defarts. It fhould 
feem that they had the fame princip!ss 
with the modern inhabitants of Arabia 
Petra, and Arabia Deferta, maiflaciing; 


would be found much more numerous H without pity, the inhabitants of the villages, 


than they ever were during their fhort 
pofieffion of the fovereignty of Paleftine. 
Almott all who have wrote the hiftory of 
their origin, have endeavoured to heighten 


it by prodigies, Every thing relating to 


which they could overpower, referving 
only the young women. Increafe of the'! 
numbers hath ever been the principal ob- 
ject of both thofe nations. We find thst 


when the Arabs conquered Spain the t 


they 
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they impofed was to be paid in marriage- 
able young women: And, at this day, the 
Arabs never make a treaty without flipu- 
lating for fome young women and prefents. 

The Jews came into a fandy country, 
gee with hills, where there were 


ome villages inhabited by a fmall nation A alfo leagued a 


called Midianites. They took, in one 
camp of the Midianites, 675,000 fheep, 
72,000 oxen, 61,000 aifes, and 32,000 
maids that had net Known man. All the 
men, women, and male children were put 
to the fword; theyoung women and the 
booty were divided among the people and 
the prielts. B 

They afterwards made themfelves matters 
of Jericho in the fame. country ; but having 
devoted all its inhabitants to deftruétion, 
they did not {pare even the maids, favin 
alive only a courtezan named Rahab, who 
aflifted them in furprizing the city. 

It hath been a quettion among the C 
learned, Whether the Jews, like fo many 
other nations, offered human {facrifices ? 
This is a difpute about words: Thofe 
whotn they devoted to death were not flain 
upon an altar with religious rites, but 
they were neverthelefs immolated, and 
not one fpared. The zgth verfe of the D 
xxviith chapter of Leviticus, exprefly for- 
bids the redeeming of any perfons devot- 


ed: It fays, they foal furely be put to death. 


5 It was by virtue of this law that Jephtha 


devoted to death, and cut the throat 
of his danghter ; that Saul wanted to 
kill his fon, and that the prophet Sa- E 
muel cut in pieces king Agag, Saul's pri- 
foner. It is very certain, that God is ma- 
fier of the lives of all men; and that it 
doth not belong to us to examine his 
laws: We ought to confine ourfelves to 
the belief of thefe facts, and refpe& in 
filenee the defigns of God who hath per- F 
mitted them. 

Itis alfo afked, What right ftrangers 
as the Jews were, had to the land of Ca- 
taan? To which it is anfwered, that they 
had the right which God gave them. 

No fooner had they taken Jericho. and 
Ai, than a civil war broke out among G 
them, in which the tribe of Benjamin 
wasalmoft exterminated, man, woman, and 
child ; there remained only 600 males: But 
the people being unwilling that one of the 
tubes fhould be exti ed, deftroyed 
With fire and fword, a city of the tribe of 


nafleh, and flew all the inhabitants, H O impede virtue by mi 
cld’men and children, married women, 
tad widows, fparing only 600 virgins, 
whom they gave to the 600 furviving. Ben-

However the Phenicians, a powerful peo- 
ple, fettled, from time immemorial, on the 
coaits, alarmed at the depredations and 
cruelties of thefe new-comers, often chaf- 
tiled them: The neighbouring princes 
ainit them, and they were 
feven times reduced to flavery in the {pace 
of about 200 years. 

/\t laft they fet up a king, whom they 
chofe by lot : This-king could not be very 
porate for the firit battle that the Jews 
ought under him, againft the Philiftines, 
their mafters, they had not, in their whole 
army, but one {word and lance,. and not 
one inftrument of iron. However David, 
their fecond king, made war with advam- 
tage. He took the city of Salem, fo fa- 
mous fince under the name of Jerulalemm; 
and then the Jews began to make fome” 
figure in the neighbourhood of Syria. 

Their government and their religion 
affumed a more venerable form: Hitherto 
they had not been able to build temples, 
like the neighbouring nations. Solomon 
built a very magnificent one, and ruled 
over this people 40 years. 

Solomon's reign was the beft days of 
the Jews; all the kings of the earth to- 
gether could not fhew a treafure equal to 
that of this prince. 

King David, whofe predeceffor had not 
even iron, left, in ready money, to his fon 
Solomon 2 56438,000,000 livres of the pre~ 
fent money : His fleets, which went to 
Ophir, brought back yearly.70 millions 
in pure gold, betides filver and precious 
ftones. He had 40,000 ftalls for horfes of 
his chariots, and 12,000 horfemen, yoo 
wives, and 300 concubines. Neverthelefs 
he had no wood or workmen to build his 
palace and his temple. He borrowed 
them from Hiram king of Tyre, who 
furnifhed even the gold, and Solemes 
gave him in return 20 towns. Commen- 
tators have acknowledged that thefe facts 
want explanation, and fufpeé that the co- 
pyifts, who alonecould err, have made 
fome mittake in a’ figure.

wards wafhed down) with difficulty fayeg 
their lives : A malt-houfe was borne dow 
and three floors of malt entirely wathed 
away: A carpenter had feven loads of 
timber, among which was one piece $5 
feet long, carried by the current fome hun. 
dred yards from the place where it lay ; 
Mr. Hippefley’s park pales were laid level 
with the ground, and other confiderable 
damage done in the town and neighbow. 
hood. 

There lately happened the moft remark. 
able flood known in the memory of man at 
Imber, in Wilthhire, occafioned by the 
melting of the fhow, which entirely threw 
down two cottage-houfes. 

The gentlemen of Sunderland have raif- 
ed a fund, by a voluntary fubfcription, for 
the relief of the wives, widows, children 
and indigent parents of fuch feamen, be. 
longing to that port, as have entered or 
been imprefled into his majefty’s fervice 
fince the commencement of the prefent 
war ; whereby upwards of 350 families 
are comifortably fubfifted, and will conti- 
nue to be fo, for five or fix months, whilt 
the hufbands, fathers or fons are bravely 
fighting, or have died, in defence of ther 
king and country.

aftually taken two veflels belonging to 
New-York. 

New-York, Dec. 17. Letters from the 
bay of Honduras inform us, that, on the 
rth of October, a eraft arrived there from 
the Mufketo fhore, the fkipper of which 
gave an account, that one capt. Garrifon 
ina brig, and capt. Creamer in a floop, 
were both taken a few days before, and 
carried into Port-Maho. ‘The fame tkip- 
per alfo reported, that a body of the Spa- 
niards having landed at Bluefields, on the 
Mufketo fhore, were about ereéting a for- 
tification, when the Mufketo Indians came 
upon them, and the Spaniards, apprehen- 
live of being overpowered, beat a parley, 
which the Indians confented to ; but while 
they were parlying, the Spaniards treacher- 

y endeavoured to furround them, and 
cut them off : The Indians, armed with 
their lances, and feeing death before them, 
refolutely fell upon the Spaniards, cut two 
thirds of them to pieces, and took three of 
their principals prifoners, putting the others 
te flight. The Indians afterwards towed 
the three prifoners acrofs Bhiefield river at 
the fterns of their canoes, and then tied them 
to trees, and fhot at them with their blunt 
atrows, gradually to put them to déath. 

Albany, O&. 13. This day I received a 
letter from fort Edward, dated O&. 12, 
which fays, that 15 French deferters have 
came to F oit-William-Hensy, who give 
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out that the French army is in a ftarying 
condition, and dying by hundreds. 


Extra® of a Letter from Albany, dated 
Nov. 19. 


“* Undoubtedly you have heard that all 
our operations againft the enemy, for the 
feafon, are at an end; and that our forces 
are going into winter quarters, certain 
intelligence having been received, that the 
French general has ordered his forces 
into quarters fome weeks ago, the weather 
beginning to grow very fharp. Our fort 
Edward is rendered extremely ftrong, 1n- 
fomuch that the 500 men left in garrifon 
there, are thought fufficient to keep off 
any number of men, the enemy can —- 
againft it. Fort-William-Henry 1s_alfo 
well forined, and left garrifoned with 590., 
men more; and fuch a communication ts , 
eftablifhed between them, that, any at- 
tack made upon either, affiftance from 
the other may be obtained in a trifle of 
time, and it is fo ordered, that fhould the 
enemy come, they are fure of being en- 
gaged between two fires. We have heard 
of no late depredations of the enemy on 
our fronticrs. General Johnfon left this 
city a few days for the Onon 
country. Lord pS ot is now here. Whe 
have a fine long range of barracks here, 
compleatly finithed for the comfort of our, 
foldiers.”” 

Philadelphia, Nov. 25. Friday laft his 
honour the governor, with the gentlemen , 
that accompanied him, returned from 
Eafton, having concluded a peace, with the 
Delaware Indians that live on Sufquehanna.. 

The number of chriftenings in Paris, . 
during the’ laft year, is 19,412; burials

The French king. is fo well recovered 
of the wound given by Damien, the affaf- 
fin (fee p. 45.) that he has refumed the 
reins of government, which had been ~ 
trufted in the hands of the dauphin, du- 
ring his recefs. It appears, that moniter 
has been a fervant in many houfes in Pa- 
ris, and turned out of every one of them 
for pilfering : His name is Robert Francis 
Damien; he was born in 1714, at Arras; 
in 1738, he was married, and has a daugh- 
ter by this marriage, who is in the 19th 
year of her age. His brother, who is a 
fervant to M. Aubin, councellor of the 
parliament, is taken into cuftody. His fa- 
ther is ftilk living, and in the 85th year of 
his age: He has another brother fettled at 
St. Omers, and a fifter at Arras. Thefe 
particulars were gathered from his wife and 
daughter, who are confined in the Con- 

N 2 ciergiere. 
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ciergerie. The procefs againft him was 
begun at Verfailles, and many perfons (it is 
en by his evidence, drawn from him 

y his tortures) have been fent to the Baf- 
tile and other prifons. He was brought from 
Verfailles to Paris on the 18th of Jan. at 
three in the morning, in acoach, under a 
ftrong guard, orders being previoufly iffued, 
that no perfon fhould ftand on the road, 
or look out at a door or window to fee 
him pafs, on pain of being fired at- by 
the guards, who had orders for that pur- 
pofe. On his arrival, he was carried to 
the Conciergerie, where he is guarded 
and watched with the utmoft attention, 
fevera!l detachments of the French guards 
doing duty alternately there, and fome of 
the fabaltern officers of that corps being 
continually prefent with him. An iron 
bed was prepared in this prifon for him, 
conftruéted in fuch a manner, that it might 
ferve alternately as a bed, and an elbow- 
chair: He is bound to this bed by the 
legs and arms, and the middle of his bo- 
dy, with ftrong chains. On his bein 
afked, whether he did not expect all 
kinds of tortures for the execrable act he 
undertook ; he made anfwer, that he had 
fufficiently thought of it ; but what pained 
him moft was the boiling oil poured into 
the incifions made in his arms and legs. 
Tt is faid, that he has endeavoured to de- 
ftroy himfelf, but is deprived of all means 
of doing it.. The next day after his be- 
ing brought to Paris, the peers of France 
went to the parliament, to affift in the pro- 
cefs againft him. The torture by fire 
which he was put to, produced fuch ul- 
cers in one of his legs, as to threaten a 
mortification. By the laft advices from 
Paris we have accounts, that he attempted 
to bite off his tongue, on which they had 
drawn out all his teeth. His brother is 
dead in the Baftile. “Under all his tor- 
tures, of different kinds, he has fupported 
himfelf with amazing courage and refo- 
Jution, and feems to be poifeffed by a 
mixture of libertinifm and fanaticifm, 
which a€tuate him, by turns, to ftrange 
extravagancies of language and getture. 
His punifhment, in all probability, will 
be feverely exemplary, and, if we may 
efedit our lateft accounts, very fpeedy, 
after which no doubt, we .thall be able to 
gtatify our readers curiofity, with a fuller 
account of every thing relating to this 
defperate wretch.

AM very fenfibly concerned for admi- 
ral Byng ; I do affure you, whatever 
I have feen or heard of him, does him 
honour. After having done all that man 
could reafonably expeé& from him, he 
ought not to be cenfured for fuffering a 
deteat. When two commanders contend 
for vi€tory, tho* both are equally men of 
honour, yet one muft neceflarily be wortt- 
ed, and there is nothing againft Mr. 
Byng but his being worfted, for his whole 
conduét was that of an able feaman, and 
is juftly worthy of admiration. The 
ftrength of the two fleets was at leaft equal; 
the Englith had 13 fhips, and we 12, 
much better ec and much cleaner. 
Fortune that prefides over all battles, and 
efpecially thofe that are fought at fea, was 
more favourable to us than to eur adver- 
faries, by fending our balls into their hips 
with greater execution. I am perfuaded, 
and it is the generally received opinion, 
that if the Englith had obftinately con- 
tinued the engagement, their whole fleet 

would have been deftroyed. 

In fhort, there can be no higher att of 
injuftice than what is now attempted a- 
gainft admiral Byng, and all men of ho- 
nour, and all gentlemen of the army, are
